S ecretary o f th e T reasury a n d rew M erlon, in a recent 
radio address, summarized the reasons why America prospers. 
Mass production, inventive genius, elimination of class hatred, and 
recognition by labor and capital that only a prosperous industry 
can pay high wages, are among the chief factors contributing to 
the high level of industrial development and prosperity among all 
classes in our country. 
“Our wealth has come from two sources,” said Mr. Mellon. 
“It is due, in part, to our great natural resources and in larger 
measure to the efficiency of our industrial organization. 
That 
organization, by utilizing labor-saving devices and other inven­ 
tions and discoveries, has succeeded in keeping wages and profits 
at a high level, and diffusing prosperity among a larger number 
of people than has ever known it before. 
“As a result, America is now the richest nation in the world. 
We have a greater income per capita than any other nation. Our 
standard of living is higher, and we are now the leading industrial 
nation and the world’s greatest creditor. 
“It is organized industry that has brought about the present 
unprecedented development in this country. It has made possible 
a uniform, and, therefore, a cheaper production of commodities 
with distribution and consumption of goods over a wide area, so 
that in America we now consider as necessities many things which 
were luxuries to the preceding generation. 
“Both labor and capital are beginning to realize that they 
have a common interest in building up the great industries which 
are sources of wealth for all, and that in America, with the op­ 
portunities which it offers and the constant transition from pov­ 
erty to wealth, there is no place for class antagonisms or class 
warfare. 
“We have found in this country, that by investing heavily in 
labor-saving machinery, we can increase the productive capacity 
per capita of labor, and also eliminate waste, which is such an 
important factor in the attainment of national prosperity. In this 
way, we can pay high wages and still reduce costs, 
that the 
finished products are within the reach of the average man.”

WE have no potato bugs this year, but we have some green 
bugs. One thing in nature seems: to balance the other. 
Potatoes 
are commanding a high price and prices will continue high after 
marketing the crop now in the ground. 
Farmers have commented on the fact that potato bugs are 
scarce, and attribute the reduction of the pest to the weather con­ 
ditions. 
Few bugs have been Seen and but little paris green is 
being bought from hardware and drug stores. Many farmers be­ 
lieve lack of potato bugs will largely increase the potato yield. 
With the potato bugs a minus Quantity in the county, we find 
a new visitor in the shape of a green bug or plant louse. 
This 
green bug is very destructive and where he has secured a foot­ 
hold, about the only thing to do, as recommended by County Agri­ 
cultural Agent Roth, is to plow under the present crop and plant 
something else.
